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BENZENE: Wherp does The Buck Stop???

Cancer causing agents are 
prevalent at Laurentian Univer- 
sity. Students and faculty are 
still being exposed to the toxic 
chemical Benzene through ex- 
periments and demonstrations 
in our laboratories, and this 
may lead to the development of 
cancer. 

In a previous article printed 
in Lambda, the week of Novem- 
ber 15, 1979, the utilization of 
noxious chemicals in universi- 
ties was protested by cancer 
research expert Hans Stich 
because of their potential health 
hazards. Due to this rising' 
concern fourteen carcinogens 
have been eliminated, or are 
being replaced within the curri- 
culum of most universities and 
colleges in Canada. Although 
the Chemistry Department at 
Laurentian has been aware of 
the dangers of Benzene, it has 
neglected to remove the solvent 
from several courses. Yet many 
experiments involving Benzene 
have been substituted with a 
safer chemical called Toluene. 

Unfortunately, it is not 
known to-.v extensively Benzene 
is used. According to Dr. Rank, 
safety chairman of the Chemis- 
try Department, it is the Profes- 
sors who decide whether to use 
this toxic compound or not, but 
the Safety Chairman has con- 
trol over its use in the chemistry 
labs. Therefore, graduates 
and/or under-graduates could 
be subject to risks that are 
unnecessary. 

The main concern in work- 
ing with Benzene is the level at 
which it is used and the amount 
of exposure one is subjected to, 
said Dr. Goldsack, Chairman of 
the Chemistry Department. 
However, Dr. Rank stated that 



the levels of concentration are 
not known when using this 
solvent. Moreover, the Chemis- 
try Department does not moni- 
tor the exposure of Benzene. 
(Actually, the recommended 
concentration of Benzene is one 
part per million; although Hans 
Stich believes "there is no safe 



regularly on a bulletin board in 
the department, and pamphlets 
regarding precautions are cir- 
culated also. Nevertheless, Dr. 
Rank commented that there 
usually aren't enough copies of 
this information to go around, 
since the graduates and re- 
searchers have access to them 



in minimal amounts by re- 
searchers and graduates, under 
the supervision of a Professor 
or lab assistant, with safety 
devices at hand. Thus, he feels 
thai there is no cause for alarm. 
The fumehoods are an effective 
device for eliminating the toxic 
chemical vapours from the labs. 




level with carcinogens.") 

Before Laurentian students 
are confronted with toxic 
chemicals, they are instructed as 
to their composition, and their 
potential health hazards, if any, 
as part of the curriculum in all 
courses. So that thinking of 
safety becomes "second na- 
ture" to those concerned with 
chemistry, news reports on 
chemical safety are posted 



first. Consequently, the under- 
graduates could be in jeopardy 
because they do not receive this 
vital news. 

On the other hand, Dr. 
Goldsack believes that the 
students of Chemistry are in no 
danger of developing cancer 
because they are given sufficient 
warning about handling various 
carcinogens as well as Benzene. 
Besides, such chemicals are used 



However, since the ventila- 
tion system of the Fraser 
building was not constructed 
with fumehoods in mind, the 
fumes are taken outside via the 
exhaust pipes and can enter the 
building again through the vents 
and windows, when the wind or 
weather changes. This is parti- 
cularly dangerous to the Profes- 
sorsand the lab assistants who 
can come in contact with the 



fumes in the laboratories and 
'their offices. Thus, improve- 
ment of safety procedures in the 
Chemistry Department is re- 
quired. Dr. Rank suggested that 
a "safety committee" be ap- 
pointed, initiating safety con- 
duct in the labs, and to request 
moral and financial support 
from the administration. Yet, 
Dr. Goldsack finds the assis- 
tance of the administration 
more than adequate. However, 
the truth of the matter is that 
any implementation of precau- 
tions are made through the 
individual initiative of the Pro- 
fessors and lab assistants; and 
the funding for safety advance- 
ment has come from the budget 
of the Chemistry Department or 
in some cases, the pockets of the 
Profs. Therefore, responsibility 
for safety should Stan at the 
TOP. From here money could 
be allocated towards the amelio- 
ration of safely conditions. 

If these steps are not taken, 
if the Administration and the 
Chemistry Department continue 
to "Pass the Buck" around, 
then serious problems could 
arise. Chemicals like Benzene 
are dangerous because of the 
toxic fumes they emit. So those 
people who inhale this vapour 
over prolonged periods of time 
can develop harmful effects. 
These effects can be acute 
(when damage is caused spon- 
taneously), or chronic (after 
repealed exposure lo the solu- 
tion over long periods of time). 
Accule effects can provoke skin 
irritations, depression and con- 
vulsions, whereas chronic ef- 
fects can result in respiratory 
failure, and the damage of red 
blood cells in bone marrow 
which may lead lo anemia, and 
in rare cases leukemia. 



Laurentian Gains Major Norttiern Studies Collection 



Laurentian University has 
announced the acquisition of a 
major collection of research 
materials on Northern Canada, 
now being installed as a major 
research service of the Lauren- 
tian Library. The centre, to be 
known as the Gardner Northern 
Collection, contains all of the 
elements of the former Arctic 
and Subarctic Research Services 
of the University of Quebec in 
Montreal, of which Dr. Gard- 
ner was founder and. Director. 
The collection; containing 22CX) 
books and psimphlets, 60,000 
press clippings on northern 
topics, 75 series of periodicals, 
over 1500 maps, photographs 
and thousands of samples of 
arctic and subarctic plants 
including mosses, lichens, algae 
and wood sections; has been 
presented as a gift to Laurentian 
University by Dr. Gerard Gard- 



ner, a noted arctic specialist 
who assembled the collection, 
beginning in 1930. 

In announcing the acquisi- 
tion, Andrzej Mrozewski Chief 
Librarian for Laurentian states 
"The Gardner Northern Collec- 
tion is of great significance to 
Laurentian University which is 
already identified with northern 
research. Faculty, graduate stu- 
dents and outside researchers 
will have access to specialized 
materials on a large variety of 
subjects, ranging from Arctic 
Biology, through Climatology 
to the Inuit Peoples." 

"Because of the scientific 
contacts and exchanges of ma- 
terials established by Dr. Gard- 
ner and his assistant, Mr. 
Richard Mantion, with similar 
centres around the world, the 
Collection will be an invaluable 
addition to the University," 



said Mr. Mrozewski. The Col- 
lection will continue the Cen- 
tre's exchange of information 
with over 300 institutions ^a- 
round ihe world. 

Laurentian, in keeping with 
Dr. Gardner's wishes, is esta- 
blishing the collection as a 
single, integrated unit which is 
to be housed in the University's 
Science Library. Dr. Gardner 
will continue to be associated 
with the collection and will add 
to the material in years to come. 
The Centre will provide 
Laurentian University Science 
faculty, students and outside 
researchers with study space 
and curatorial assistance. Work 
has begun on physical altera- 
tions to the Science Library and 
it is expected that the full 
collection will be installed early 
in 1980. 

The Collection contains an 



extensive amount of material in 
the French language. Many of 
the books and other materials 
are now unavailable to resear- 
chers from other sources. 
The research centre will issue 



periodic bulletins, listing addi- 
tions to the Collection, and will 
resume the publication of the 
remainder of the 69 catalogues 
of press clipping titles, already 
begun by Dr. Gardner. 
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ITS ONLY ROCK W ROLL BUT .

It was by no means an easy 
birth. 

Rock 'n roll came kicking 
and screaming into the world, 
continued to wail through its 
adolescence and even today is 
still searching for some kind of 
identity. 

And while many felt that 
rock was a fad destined to last 
no longer than the hoola hoop, 
it has survived until today to 
celebrate its 2Sth anniversary. 

It's naturally difficult to 
pinpoint the birth of rock 'n 
roll, on one occurence being 
responsible for the blessed 
event. But for argument's sake, 
one Sunday afternoon in late 
spring or early summer of 1954 
makes as good a focal point as 
any other. , 

And as happened often 
throughout those early days the 
final gelling of the sound that 
was to become known as rock 'n 
roll was created with plenty of 
excitement, but little intent. It 
was a fluke. 

It was Bill Black on bass, 
Scotty Moore on guitar and a 19 
year old Elvis Presley singing 
lead vocals and just horsing 
around in the Memphis record- 
ing studios of Sam Phillips' Sun 
records. They ran through 
dozens of country, ballads and 
blues songs just getting a feel 
for one another and to get some 
idea of what they sounded like 
on tape. 

Taking a break after an 
hour's playing to drink Coke 
and talk about their progress, a 
restless Presley picked up his 
guitar and started beating 
"That's All Right", a fairly 
conventional blues number by 
Arthur "Big Boy" Crudup. 

Black and Moore quickly 
joined In, just playing for fun 
and- with the studio's tape 
machine off. But the door to the 
studio was open. As Moore 
says: "Sam (Phillips) came 
running out and said 'What in 
the devil are you doing?' We 
said, 'We don't know'. He said 
'Well, find out real quick and 
don't lose it'." 

But Presley himself never 



took full credit for creating that 
distinctive rock sound. He knew 
his roots, which were in the 
black gospel and blues singers 
he heard at his Pentecostal 
church and at shows. The 
difference was that Presley's 
skin was the proper color. That 
fact was worth millions. 

But 19SS should be best 
noted for the incredibly rapid 



taking shots at the status quo. 
One could even say that Berry 
never grew up; he was the 
perennial teen-ager, the major 
mover in the rock rebellion and 
yet had fun while doing it. 

The Orioles, B.B. King, the 
Ink Spots, "Howlin' Woir' 
Burnett, the "5" Royales and 
others all played their part in 




rise of young, exciting and most 
important, sexual rockers. 
Little Richard and Chuck Berry 
opened up an entire new world 
of raw rock 'n roll, and still 
stand today as the most origin- 
al, striking and talented of the 
'50s rock and rollers. 

The blast of that "A WOP 
BOP ALU BOP A WOP BAM 
BOOM!" from Tutti Frutti 
propelled unknown blues singer 
Richard Peniman right into the 
limelight and forefront of the 
growing rock movement. 

He was quite easily the most 
outrageous of performers, and 
was certainly among the wildest 
and rawest. In short, the 
epitome of the music which so 
outraged ministers, parents and 
Middle America. 

Little Richard also revolu- 
tionized the breathless Who 
000. ..at the end of the short 
outburst of sharp, short lyrics. 
The Beatles were to use the 
same technique to better effect 
eight years later. 

The real number one King of 
Rock 'n Roll, though, is Chuck 
Berry. The man reflected the 
essence of the teenage psyche, 
playing with its concerns and 
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the birth of the rock sound, but 
the racial temper of the times 
prevented them from, getting 
the exposure necessary for the 
kind of mass middle-class (read 
white) following Presley was to 
profit from by 1956. 

The expression rpck 'n roll 
itself was black slang for 
love-making, even though Clev- 
eland disc jockey Alan Freed 
would later try to copyright the 
phrase. 

Black rhythm and blues 
artists also suffered the frustra- 
tion of producing superb songs 
only to see white artists reap all 
the material benefits and ac- 
claim with cover versions. The 
Crew Cuts' release of the 
original Chords' hit Sh-Boom, 
which went to number one in 
the pop charts in 1954, was 
probably the most successful of 
the covers. 

The nip side to the roots' of 
rock is found in the pop sound 
of Les Paul and Mary Ford and 
the country sound of Hank 
Williams. That Memphis was to 
become the birthplace of rock 
should be no surprise. It's 
where the two sounds met. 

Bill Haley and the Comets 
had the first number one white 
rock 'n.roll hit in 1955, with 
Rock Around the Clock, which 
has today undeservedly become 
recognized as the anthem of the 
early age of rock 'n roll. The 
song became a monster hit on 
the pop charts after being 
introduced through the film The 
Blackboard Jungle. 




Haley's Comets enjoyed im- 
mense popularity in the early 
years (dozens of screaming, 
hysterical fans were injured in 
Germany during a riot at one of 
their performances), but their 
clatter and limitations both 
musically and in originality 
soon caused their fans to move 
on to more original artists. And 
besides, the Comets were not all 
that young. 

Fats Domino was also able 
to captivate the growing rock 
crowd in the early years with a 
series of million selling records. 
He crossed the color line as 
easily as he crossed the line 
from rhythm and blues to 
pop/rock. 

Ain't It a Shame, Blueberry 
Hill and I'm Walking kept 
legions of fans boppin' to the 
charm of his soft, soft blues. 
There was little of the raw 
sexuality in his music that 
marked later artists, but the 
succession of massive hits prov- 
ed that he was a man of 
extraordinary talent. 

Berry's songs were almost 
invaiiably upbeat. They were 
exciting. They were sexual in an 
innocuous comfortable way. 
They put humour into all the 
agonizing hassles of leen-ager- 
dom, like the army, school and 
the broken heart. 

His stage presence was in- 
credible, as it remains today. 
Duck walking and doing the 
splits. Berry performed at a 
fever pitch, playing with and 
tantalizing the crowd. And he 
loved every minute of it. 

Berry also fit the rock legend 
perfectly, in almost all ways. He 
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was born into a middle-class 
family (and don't kid yourself 
that most rockers are from the 
working class). He was ambi- 
tious, lucky and swept into 
stardom from nowhere as a 
hairdresser. He sang of cars, 
teenage angst and love with a 
big beat sound. 

Quite simply. Berry was a 
refiection of middle-class Amer- 
ican optimism. It was some- 
thing most black musicians had 
not been able to accomplish 
without being labelled "Uncle 
Tom". 

Maybellene, Roll Over Bee- 
thoven, School Days, Rock and 
Roll Music, Sweet Little Sixteen 
and Johnny B. Goode were 
some of the classics Berry 
recorded. Critics have often 
attacked Berry for the repetition 
in theme and structure of these 
songs, but as Rolling Stone 
magazine said about Berry: 
"Repetition without tedium is 
the backbone of rock and roll, 
and the components of Berry's 
music proved so durable that 
they still provoke instant excite- 
ment at concerts two decades 
later." 

But perhaps the greatest 
indicator of Berry's talents is 
the incredibly explicit tribute 
the Beatles and the Rolling 
Stones have paid him for his 
music and pioneering in rock. 
To say the groups were very 
heavily influenced by Berry 
would be an understatement. 

Another dynamo from the 
early days was wildman Jerry 
Lee Lewis. He was a rocker who 
pounded his piano with verve 
and excitement usually reserved 
for a life and death situation. In 
fact, he played as if he himself 
would be in jeopardy if he 
slowed down. 

Lewis was undisciplined in 
his singing and playing, a 
maniac belting out wild tunes 
like Whole Lot of Shakin' 
Going On, Great Balls of Fire 
and High School Confidential. 
But he was as aggressive and 
arrogant off stage as he was on. 
While at his peak in the late

her own free will in lust for 
Paris. 

Whatever the cause, the 
resulting war devastated what 
had . been a great classical 
civilization. In the course of the 
play we are touched by the old 
Queen, Hecuba, who has lost 
her husband, her sons and her 
land and finally sees her tiny 
grandson, the last heir of Troy, 
killed. Hecuba's daughter-in- 
law, Andromache, bewails her 
fate at still having to live. She 
had been a , loyal wife and 
mother; now her husband and 
son are both dead. Her parting 
from the young Astryanax is a 
heart-rendering moment of 
theatre. Cassandra, the unfor- 
tunate prophetess, goes mad in 
the ruins of Troy and prophe- 
sizes the famous myth of the fall 
of the House of Atreus and the 
fates of Agamennon and 
Clytemnestra. 

The chorus of women, the 
set and the costumes beautifully 
create the necessary mood and 
emotion of a classical story that 
Sartre saw as still having 
particular importance today. 
He modernized the language to 
make the play less remote than 
if it had been left in its original 
form. As it stands now, the 
story of devastating war is 



clearly understood. 

Sartre said "the play had 
particular political significance' 
when it was first performed. It 
was atf explicit condemnation of 
war in general, and of imperial 
expeditions in particular. We 
know today that war would 
trigger off an atomic war in 
which there would be neither 
victor or vanquished. The play 
demonstrates this fact precisely: 



that war is a defeat to 
humanity." 

Of particular interest to 
Laurentian is the fact that the 
production features three stu- 
dents from the University's 
English Department: Lorna 
Williams, Katherine Jekelski, 
Cynthia Copper. It promises to 
be a night of entertainment in 
the best classical tradition of 
catharsis.

fifties, Lewis always demanded 
lo be the closing act while on 
tour. But one concert also 
headlined Chuck Berry, and 
emcee Alan Freed demanded 
that Lewis go on first. He went 
on after a fufious argument, 
and launched into the most 
brutal non-stop rock for 30 
minutes. During the final 
Whole Lot of Shakin' he 
poured lighter fluid over the 
piano and threw a match to it. 
As he stonped off the stage he 
hollered: "I'd like to see any 
son of a bitch follow that!" 

In contrast to Lewis, Buddy 
Holly was a regular wimp. If 
Berry reflected the teen-age 
concern. Holly was a further 
regressive step back into child- 
hood. Yet, he too, most certain- 
ly belongs in the category of the 
most talented and infiuential of 
the early rock performers. 

His music was simple, the 
famous "hiccup" becoming a 
trademark of the entire rocka- 
billy style. It was so simple that 
he was able to use baby talk to 



transmit his music. Maybe 
Baby, Oh Boy, Oops a daisy, 
Riddle dee pat, and Hey a hey 
hey are not the words of a 
Shakespearean. 

Holly is matched in influence 
with sixties rock groups only by 
Berry and Presley. The Rolling 
Stones' first hit was Holly's Not 
Fade Away, which died in 48th 
spot on the pop charts in 1964. 
Bob Dylan said Holly's songs 
were his roots. The effect on the 
Beatles L also evident; their 
name (in contrast to Holly's 
Crickets) is just one example. 
The Beatles recorded Words of 
Love, while John Lennon cov- 
ered Peggy Sue in 1973. And 
Paul McCartney now owns all 
the copyrights to Holly's music. 

Holly's magic went well 
beyond the simplicity. The 
original Crickets, perhaps the 
first white group lo rely exclu- 
sively on their own songs. 

He also became one of the 
early members of that group of 
rock musicians who form one of 
the lasting parts of the rock 
mythology. Holly died before 



his lime at Ihe age of 22 in a 
snowy field in Iowa on Febru- 
ary 3, 1959 in an airplane crash 
which took the lives of the Big 
Bopper and Richie Valens. 

It was, as Don McLean put it 
so frankly, "the day the music 
died." 

And after looking at the big 
names of fifties rock, there are 



still the hundreds of doo-wop 
and rockabilly groups that 
enjoyed fleeting fame only to 
once again fade into the obscur- 
ity destined for those other than 
th6 rock greats. 

Today, Bill Haley and Fats 
Domino are in their 50s, Chuck 
Berry is in jail for tax evasion, 
Jerry Lee Lewis is an alcoholic 



trying to convince the world 
that he's ihe King of Country 
and Little Richard has de- 
nounced both rock music and 
his own homosexuality in ex- 
change for Ihe Bible. Elvis 
Presley died, of course, at 42. 

"1 don't care what people 
say, rock 'n roll is here to slay."

"Bailered Wives" claims lo 
be a part of the punk rock scene 
and that, hence, violence is a 
part ol the New Wave heritage 
they promote. This is so much 
verbal baggage; punk was born 
in the slums of England, a style 
of music practiced by youth 
frustrated by poverty and the 
repression of social stagnation. 
Punk rock is the anthem of the 
warring street gangs who wil- 
lingly throw themselves at each 
other as an expression of this 
frustration. In other words, we 
have violence being described as 
an individual choice to escape 
from social repression. 

"Battered Wives", who ori- 
ginate from the relatively com- 
fortable suburbs of Toronto, 
promote violence by the strong 
against the weak. Here is none 
of the noble savagery found in 
one individual stacking himself 
up against another of roughly 
equal calibre. This is nothing 
but the use of a social sickness 
for the purpose of making 
money. Not even the oil cor- 
porations are that tacky. 

The height of the "Battered 
Wives' " hypocrisy is found in 
their promotional material. Se- 
veral months ago, finding it 
increasingly difficult to get 
bookings (a combination of 
reaction against their name and 
the poverty of their talent), 
"Battered Wives" changed 
their name to the "Wives". 
That change lasted long enough 
for them to release a worst-sel- 
ling album (featuring the 
bruised visage of a woman on 
the cover) and print up a set of 



posters (a number of which 
desecrate the Laurentian cam- 
pus) bearing the temporary title. 
That done, they returned to the 
name "Battered Wives" and to 
business as perversely as usual. 
On talent alone, the group 
found it even harder to find 
people willing to pay for their 
low grade product. 

Seldom does a story have 
two villains but somebody had 
to bring "Battered Wives" onto 
the campus and, in this case, the 
culprit is the Phys. Ed. Council. 
Out of the dozens of punk rock 
bands available in Ontario 
alone, Phys. Ed. settled upon 
"Battered Wives", apparently 
attracted by the name. This, 
despite opposition from other 
campus groups, particularly the 
School of Social Work. There's 
a bit of divine retribution here. 
"Battered Wives' " normal 
price lag is $750; a couple of 
weeks ago they travelled to and 
played in Calgary for $500. 
Phys. Ed. is shelling out $1500 
for the band, which is astoun- 
ding in itself; then you have to 
consider that the band is playing 
at a local hotel this week. That 
should, if anything, reduce the 
price tag. 

Beyond this incredible finan- 
cial stupidity, however, is the 
concern over responsibility to 
the community, a responsibility 
any group associated with Lau- 
rentian must consider. Phys. 
Ed. should be particularly con- 
cerned with this responsibility 
because of the high level of 
support they demand from the 
campus. Every full-time Lau- 
rentian student is required to 
pay (if memory serves correctly) 
$35 at registration to support 
Laurentian teams and players, 
many if not most of whom are 
Phys. Ed. students. Beyond 
this, any student wishing to 
avail him or herself of the Phys. 
Ed. facilities is required to pay a 
fee for the isrivilege, that money 
going, in part, to pay the 
salaries of the Phys. Ed. 
students who operate the faci- 
lity. Then, the Laurentian stu- 
dent is asked to pay for the right 
to see some of the varsity games 
in town. If all this weren't 
enough, Phys. Ed. has been 
known to appear before the 
SGA finance committee asking 
for money to' sponsor their 
various endeavours.
